In WWI Italy annexed the city. This was ratified by two treaties. The population was mostly 
Italian. In the prelude to WWII Italy, who was cooperating with Nazi Germany, killed many 
Jews. When Germany took over Italy this port became the hub for deporting Jewish citi- 
zens. There was a Slovenian anti-fascist organization that kept the Germans and Italians 
on alert. They destroyed several buildings during the ensuing years. The Germans occu- 
pied the region in 1943 and renamed it the Italian Social Republic. They built the only con- 
centration camp with a crematorium on Italian soil. Italian and Yugoslav partisans relent- wale es 
lessly attacked the Germans with the support from Allied bombing. In one attack 100 tons OF WIESuS 
of bombs were dropped on the oil refineries. After a brief period of Yugoslav control the 

region came under the command of a joint British and US military administration. 


In 1947 the UN declared Trieste a city state independent of Italy and Yugoslavia. It was divided into two zones, A and B, di- 
vided along what was called the Morgan Line. Zone A came under the control of British (British Element Trieste Forces 
(BETFOR)) and American (Trieste United States Troops (TRUST)) militaries. Zone B was under the control of the Yugoslav 
People’s Army. 


In 1954 Zone A joined Italy and Zone B plus a small part of the southern part of Zone A was divided between Slovenia and 
Croatia.

If you look closely you will note that the stations with the AG prefixes 
were American (TRUST) and MF prefixes were British (BETFOR). The odd ones are the X stations with 
no number.

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A DXing Tool for Active DXers 


Background: 

In 2015, while getting ready for a month-long trip to Europe, | decided to make a system that would allow 
me to communicate with some of the hams on the Central Coast. The port into the local repeater over 
EchoLink was not reliable, so | decided to try a different approach. | made a simple server on a Rasp- 
berry Pi, and ‘pipe’ the audio in and out of the application to a Wouxun mobile 2m radio. Using that sys- 
tem, | could talk to the locals at home via the local 2m repeater or directly through the server if they con- 
nected to it over the Internet. Well, that simple Mumble server application on a Raspberry Pi became 
known as DXChat, and had been in operation for eight years. The HT interface was dropped shortly after 
my return from Europe, and the Mumble server became a meeting place for local DXers to have conver- 
sations, announce DX spots, call out QSX frequencies during pileups, and provide technical assistance in 
real-time. 


In 2017, after the DX voice announcement system broke on the SCDXC repeater, Mel, K6SY, asked if | 
could add DX announcements on an audio channel of the Mumble server. After a couple weeks of work- 
ing on the spot filters and code, | added DX Audio Announcement spotting to one of the voice channels. 
That system was working until recently. Sometime in early 2022, that server failed, and that service was 
abandoned. The DX Audio Announcement channel was not being used by any of the SCDXC members, 
so | just did not restore it. It had only six hours of use in previous three years. 


The Mumble server has helped those active DXers in the SCDXC stay near the top of the annual CQ DX 
Marathon competition. Through the past seven years the SCDXC has had several members near or on 
top of the CQ DX Marathon standing every year. The SCDXC participants on DXChat have won for Cali- 
fornia on several occasions. 


A Short Diversion: 

In looking for a way to convey more than real-time spotting and immediate comments like QSX info, | tried 
using a HumHub server which gave us a Facebook type application that maintained the historical infor- 
mation, so individuals could connect, and look back on previous events. This was an application | really 
liked, but the problem was that users were reluctant to post information. It seemed as though, with few 
exceptions, | was the only one posting information. 


To resolve the problem of no historical memory on the Mumble application, and the difficulty with adding 
features, | decided to look at Slack, Discord, and a few others. Discord met all the requirements, and had 
a better-defined interface which would allow for extensibility for future expanded services. It was also a 
server | was familiar with, since it is used by AMSAT and ClubLog. 


Migration to Discord: 

While changing from Mumble to Discord, | thought | could make a link between the servers to allow those 
staying on mumble to hear and see the traffic on Discord, and visa-versa. That did not work the way | 
wanted it to, so we abandoned the Mumble server and moved to Discord. We did keep the Guys-Up- 
North (GUNs) name, since that is what we were called in the SCDXC Newsletter. 
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The GUNs Discord server has text, voice, and video links that are free to the users. 
There are text channels for: 


General — Where most of the manual spotting is posted, and general conversation occurs. 
DXpedition Spots — This is a custom Discord Bot that spots DXpedition from manual and RBN 
sources. 

GUNs Rules — A channel that has general rules to follow while on the GUNs Discord server. 
For-Sale-Swap — A general area where members can post items for sale, wants, or swap. 
DXpedition Calendar — This is a channel that displays recent changes to our Google DXpedition cal- 
endar. 

Polls — A channel where members can enter and/or respond to polls. 

EME —Achannel where EME DxXers post items of interest. 


There are two voice channels for: 


General — Where general conversations and callouts of DX QSX frequencies occur. 
Tech-Support — A channel where technical questions and problems are discussed. 


The use can be user-to-group/channel or user-to-user channel in text, voice, and/or video. You can also 
share your screen which is helpful in tech support, and, of course, to brag about your QSO with Indonesia 
on 6m. There are several features that are seldom used, but are readily available, and some of those | 
have left unexplored. 


How to get on the GUNs Discord Server: 
The easiest way to join us on the GUNs Discord server is to request an invitation from a current member. 
Any member can send an invitation by email. 


You will be greeted with a screen allowing you to register and download the Discord application:

Guys-Up-North (GUNs)

To enter the GUNs server, left-click on the yellow icon on the left. Until | notice your presence and make 
you a site member, you will only be able to see a few things on the site. 
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Once you are on the site you will need to setup your audio in the application. Right-click on the head- 
phone icon in the lower left, and select Voice Settings. After selecting your audio devices scroll down the 


screen and select the Push to Talk option. 


Immediately below this is the PTT shortcut. Left-click on the 


Record Keybind and select your PTT key on your keyboard. Most users select their Insert key as PTT. If 
you have an extended keyboard with a Star key, or other typically unused keys, you can select one of 


those keys as your PTT. 


Discord 
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If you get lost in the screens and menus, you can always left-click on the yellow icon to return to the home 
screen. Navigating around the different screens and finding the one you want is sometimes a bit tricky, 
but there are always people in the DX-Chat voice channel you can ask for help. 
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The DXpedition-Spots are spots requested by the users. If you want to track the activity of a DXPedition, 
you can request that all user and RBN spots appear in this text channel. The text topics as well as DXpe- 
dition’s spot postings can be searched using the search function at the top of the application. 


Once you are a member on the GUNs Discord server, you can invite others with an interest in DXing to 
join. To invite someone, you can send them these instructions with the an invitation link. The link can be 
obtained by using the pull-down arrow just to the right of Guys-Up-North (GUNs), select “Invite People”, 
and then select Copy. You can then paste (Ctrl-V) that link into an email. That link is only valid for a short 
period of time.

DXChat on the Discord Server is 
by far his greatest production. It ,like many modern aspects of our hobby, is drawing an increasing follow- 
ing from not only SCDXC members but fellow DXers around the globe.

The Cost of DXCC (N6WS) 


Bill, N6WS just went through an exercise to determine the cost if he submitted for all the DXCC awards 
and certificates he has earned to date. He previously went through this exercise back in 2015, when he 
decided to start chasing DX, and at that time the cost was around $380. Since then, he has worked a few 
more band/mode and band/entities, and the submission fees have gone up somewhat. Recently, Bill went 
through the exercise again seeing what it would cost today to submit for the DXCC credit given on LOTW. 
The cost totaled $431.85, just for the LOTW credits. The total cost with the LOTW and Card submission, 
awards, etc. would total $859. As a result of this exercise, Bill will not submit for DXCC. He doesn't really 
mind just being a Lifetime Associate Member of the SCDXC. 


In fact, several of us have 
looked at Bill’s ClubLog standings and automatically upgraded him to Full Member... with some pushback 
from Bill :-)!
